2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claims 1 ,1 1 ,21 , the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make 
obvious a method, a computer-readable medium, and circuitry for facilitating 
communication in a mesh network using a plurality of wireless access points 
comprising: "... providing service initially to at least one of a plurality of access devices 
in the mesh network by said first wireless access point located in said first cell [of the 
mesh network], wherein said at least one of said plurality of access devices generates 
and maintains a handoff candidate list on its own without being prompted to do so by 
another access device; 

Note that the access devices and access points are different in a mesh network, 
that is, access devices access the access points. In MAHO of typical network 
communication, the access device detects the handoff threshold for handoff and thus 
alarms the access point. The access point controls the handoff based on the threshold 
information provided by the access device. The access device does not "generates and 
maintains a handoff candidate list on its own" and provides the access point a handoff 
candidate when threshold is met. Even if either the access point or another access 
device determines the handoff threshold, each access device does not independently 
"generates and maintains a handoff candidate list ... without being prompted to do so". 
Additionally, because each access device "generates and maintains a handoff 
candidate list on its own", there is a plurality of handoff candidate lists, one at each 
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access devices, but not at each access points. Each access device has its own 
independence to dissociate with an old access point when a handoff threshold is met 
and to re-associate with a new access point. The new access point is responsible to 
notify the old access point.
